Seldina is out of Griselda, dam of 14 foals, 
13 of them winners, four stakes winners: Inscoelda 
(Arlington Lassie, Walden S.), Mansco, Risky Miss 
(dam of the stakes winner Sirde, $114,470), and 
Timely (also dam of the stakes winners Daily De- 
livery and Early Delivery). This is the family of

Cash Book produced seven foals to live to 
race, six won, including three of stakes class— 
Challenge Me, Put In, and Pay Me. Put In won the 
Rolling Lawn, Grassland, Bay Meadows, Invasion 
Handicaps, and $48,885. Pay Me placed in the 
Myles Standish and Newport stakes, set a new track 
record at Rockingham at 1 mile 30 yards in 
1:40 1/5. 


Cash Book, a winner of three races at two, was out 
of Saleslady, which placed in the Selima Stakes, 
and was a daughter of Friar Rock, *Rock Sand’s 
most successful son to stand in America. Saleslady 
was a 100°, producer. Saleslady produced five 
straight winners, was sent to England, where she 
produced another winner and then was sent to 
France shortly before World War II broke out.

Capot Wrote the Working Plan; 
Maybe It’s Time for Culling 


New York 

The Belmont was a smart race. The 
contention here has been, ever since the 
Derby. that Capot could beat any of the 
other 3-year-olds in a two-horse race. Td 
seen enough horses come to grief trving 
to chase Olympia that Capot’s handling 
of him in the Derby looked like a_ big 
race. But it also seemed that Capot was 
in a spot; he had to do what chasing was 
done. and when he had softened up the 
speed, he was a shining mark for a fresh 
horse coming from behind. Ponder ran 
him down in the Derby. and Palestinian 
was running him down in the Preakness. 


In the Wood Memorial and the Derby 
Trial. Atkinson held him off the pace. 
and Capot. impatient with the restraint. 
would not run when he was called upon. 
The vieht after the Trial, Atkinson re- 
marked. “We’ve got to change our strat- 
egy. I'll hold him as much as he'll take 
kindly. and after that Tl let him run.” 
With Olympia in front of him in the 
one race. and Noble Impulse in the other. 
Capot had spent himself early. despite 
all his rider could do. 


The Belmont offered a different prob- 
lem. There was no speed horse of the 
class of either Olympia or Noble Impulse. 
So John Gaver sent Atkinson out to take 
the lead, but to make as slow a pace as 
possible. Had it not been that Arcaro, 
on Palestinian. had employed the same 
stratezy himself in other races. T think 
Capot might have won by himself. But 
Eddie got the idea after the first half- 
mile. which was run in a disconsolate 
:5144. and he forced a pace which car- 
ried Capot the next half in :4744. But 
the damage had been done. That second 
half teok something out of both horses, 
and Ponder was bearing down on them at 
the end. but Cavot is game enough. and 
the slow early half had left him something 
to work with. He stuck it out doggedly 
to become Greentree’s third Belmont win- 
ner. 

There must have been a personal satis- 
faction for Gaver. Capot. under 128 
pounds. and under an opening six fur- 
longs in 1:0935. had wilted badly: in the 
Peter Pan a week before. On the follow- 
ing Tuesday he was taken out and sent 
a mile and a quarter in 2:0585. and you 
could have heard people saying he had 
left his race on the track as far away 
as Yonkers. Uf he had lost the Belmont. 
the trainer would pretty certainly have 


been blamed. As it was. there were in- 
dications that perhaps he knew more 
about his horse than some of the sideline 
trainers. 


Capot may still lose races when there 
is a fast pace ahead of him. But off all 
three races of the Triple Crown. it seems 
evident he can beat any one horse he 
runs against. 


After the race a man came around and 
remarked that, now that he’d seen a son 
of Menow win the Belmont Stakes. he’d 
seen everything. He was reminded of 
another one, Megogo, which won the Pim- 
lico Cup Handicap of 1944. at 214 miles, 
from such stayers as Bolingbroke and Sty- 
mie. He had a pretty good pull in the 
weights. but the point was that he could 
stay. Assuming that Capot owes most 
of his stamina to his dam, you still can’t 
toss out Menow as merely a sire of speed. 


PROHIBITION. It is now being as- 
sumed that the graded race system has 
failed, or perhaps I should say failed 
again. Possibly this is true, but it’s no 
fault of the system. Trainers have a nat- 
ural reluctance to meet stiff competition 
when they can get in softer spots, and 
most of thenr took a listing in Class B as 
a personal affront. Jack Camphbell’s 
shoulder became constantly wet with the 
tears of men who thought that various 
stakes horses in their barn ought to be 
in Grade C, and the result was that, by 
the end of the season. virtually everything 
except horses like Citation and Phalanx 
was in Grade C. 


So the swing is again to the claiming 
race, not because it’s better. or even as 
good. but because it’s easy and it draws 
fewer objections. The objections to this. 
particularly from THe Broop-Horse, 
must have been chiefly responsible for 
stirring Tsidor Bieber into comment last 
week. 

“Tt isn’t the claiming race that’s mak- 
ing it hard on breeders,” he said. “It’s 
the importation of cheap foreign horses 
filling up the stables. If the breeders 
want to do something to protect them- 
selves. they ought to get a rule passed 
forbidding the importation of horses that 
haven’t shown racing class.” 


The notion here is that the shutting off 
of competition by rules is inherently 
wrong. Furthermore. you can’t protect 
breeders, because most of their trouble is. 
within. Given good prices they begin to

overproduce, and then it’s the claiming 
race or the foreign market or whatever 
that ought to be stopped. With produc- 
tion risen to 8.500 foals a vear, it looks 
from here as if the culling ought to begin 
again. 


STARTER. When Phantom Farm’s Fro- 
sion, a first starter, shot out of the pack to 
win the first race last Friday, the customers 
at Belmont were somewhat surprised, since 
the horse paid $29.60. But they weren't 
quite as surprised as Erosion’s rider, 
George Wallis, who at 42 was winning 
his first race in America. He was prompt- 
ly run down and examined. 


He was born in County Cork, Ireland 
(it wasn’t Eire in my geography), and 
had reached his 42nd birthday a week ear- 
lier. on June 3. He won a few races 
in Ireland. but he came to this country 
in 1930, and for the most part has been 
exercising horses. Erosion was his sixth 
mount this year, and he guessed he'd rid- 
den about twenty horses in all in this 
country. He galloped for Greentree for 
a dozen years or so, as far back as the 
time of “Young Jimmy” Rowe, who died 
in 1931. Marshall Lilly, the assistant 
trainer for Greentree, came over to con- 
gratulate him. “This is one boy.” he 
said. “who could come back with a horse 
and tell you something about him.” 


FINGERED. Ted Atkinson had _ to 
ride like a banshee on closing day at Bel- 
mont to be the leading rider of the meet- 
ing. leading Arcaro. who went scoreless. 
by one victory. It might not have been 
so close if Pimlico would quit blackening 
the eves of daisies ond passing them off 
as black-eyed susans. now that the im- 
posture has been discovered.

The ‘‘4-3-2”" Plan for Purses: 
It Isn’t a One-Way Boulevard 


Los ANGELEsplan would work. Remember that Holly- 


Beginning with the Del Mar racing 
season late next month, a new program 
of purse distribution goes into effect at 
all California race tracks. 

It is known as the “4-3-2” plan. After 
several impassioned speeches by Alfred 
Jay Luke, president of the California 
Thoroughbred Owners and Trainers Asso- 
ciation, and with the backing apparently 
of most of the horsemen in the State, the 
California Horse Racing Board adopted 
the “4-3-2” plan. Now that horsemen 
have won their point and the plan is 
going to become a general policy, this 
reporter is not at all certain they have 
scored what can be termed a_ notable 
victory. 

The “4-3-2” plan is simply a gamble on 
the part of horsemen that business will 
be good. If it is good, the purses go up: 
if it isn’t, they will tumble. It would have 
been a grand idea three years ago, and 
it may still be a good one. In case other 
states are interested, here is how the 
“4-3-2” plan works: 

When the track’s share of the pari- 
mutuel wagering is 9 per cent. (as the 
law provides on the first $10 million bet 
in the mutuels) the amount set aside for 
purse distribution will be 4 
When the track’s share is 8 per cent 
(on the second $10 million). 3 per 
cent goes into purse distribution. When 
the track’s share drops to 7 per cent 
(on all betting over $20 million). 
the amount set aside for purse distribu- 
tion becomes 2 per cent. Thus. at all 
times, the track retains 5 per cent of the 
pari-mutuel pools for operating expenses. 
over and above any money paid out to 
horsemen for putting on the show. On 
top of this, of course, the track receives 
the money from admissions, parking. pro- 
grams, concessions. etc. 

Luke and the CTOTA—(once in a 
while Luke is accused by Jack Macken- 
zie, general manager of Hollywood Park. 
of using Chinese figures)—well. anyway. 
Luke and the CTOTA figure that under 
this split. everyone interested in the op- 
eration of racing will make a_ profit. 

The main advantage to horsemen this 
reporter can see is that they can look at 
the tote board and know definitely what 
their end will be. 


per cent. 


THE CURRENT PICTURE. Taking 
the current meeting at Hollywood Park 
as an example, let’s see how the “4-3-2” 


wood Park is not obliged to abide by the 
plan, since its license was granted before 
the adoption of the “4-3-2” program. But 
the CTOTA brought up the point, claim- 
ing that purses at Hollywood Park are 
being reduced. They asked the manage- 
ment for a definite statement on its policy 
of purse distribution, and Hollywood Park 
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promised to pay purses under the “4-3-2” 
arrangement. That means that the track 
can, if the management wishes, trim 
purses even lower and still distribute more 
money than horsemen have requested. 


To quote a few figures that horsemen 
may have overlooked, Hollywood Park’s 
estimated pari-mutuel handle this season 
will be $71,250,000. (This is a drop. 
incidentally, of $23,750,000 from last sum- 
mer.) Based on this estimate, under the 
“4.3-2” plan the purse distribution would 
amount to $1,725,000. The track is com- 
mitted to a stakes program of $550,000. 
which would leave a balance of $1,175,000 
to be paid out in overnight events. 

During the first three weeks of racing 
at Hollywood Park-at-Santa Anita, the 
purse distribution amounted to $381,000. 
Had the “4-3-2” plan been in effect, the 
track would have been required: to dis- 
tribute only $352,500. Whether you use 
Chinese figures or simple American arith- 
metic, the result is that horsemen have 
been overpaid $28,500. At least, they 
received that much more than they asked 
for. 


To go a bit further, during the fourth 
week of racing at Hollywood Park, the 
purse distribution amounted to $122,500. 
and during the fifth week the condition 
book called for a distribution of $130.000. 
Thus for the first five weeks of the season, 
the total purse distribution was $633,500. 
Under the “4-3-2” formula. the distribu- 
tion to horsemen would have been $587.- 
500. Unless my addition and subtraction

Whatever the present 3-year-old division 
has lacked in sheer brilliance, such as 
Citation furnished last year, has been off- 
set by hard competition. For a time the 
group was dominated by Olympia, which 
scooped up the 
San Felipe, the 
Flamingo, the 
Wood, the two Ex- 
perimentals, and 
the Derby Trial. 
But _ beginning 
with the Kentucky 
Derby itself, some 
of the other 3-year-olds began playing for 
keeps. and the battle has been rugged 
ever since. 


The trio which shoved Olympia aside 
as a contender for the Triple Crown was 
made up of Capot, Ponder, and Palestin- 
ian. It was Capot which turned out to 
be the muscle guy, though in the Derby 
his exertions caused him to lose. Ponder 
won at Churchill Downs after Capot had 
beaten Olympia at his specialty of blis- 
tering his opponents with early speed. 
Capot won the Preakness a week later by 
putting away the pace-setting Noble Im- 
pulse. which attempted Olympia’s role, 
and outfinishing Palestinian. The latter

then sharpened himself for the effort of 
the Belmont Stakes by winning the mile 
and a quarter Jersey Stakes over Olympia 
and others in track record time. In this 
race Olympia again dug his own pit when 
Colonel Mike hung onto him for the first 
mile, enabling Palestinian to come from 


behind. 


The 1%4-mile Belmont Stakes, third 
event in the Triple Crown, was run on 
June 11. Olympia had been eliminated, 
but Capot, Palestinian, and Ponder were 
very much in contention. There were five 
others in the field, but they were not ad- 
mitted to have much chance. The tactics 
to be used by the three principal rivals 
were outlined mainly in terms of each 
other. 

Greentree Stable had the hardest task. 
Ponder and Palestinian were strictly 
counterpunchers, so to speak. Their game 
was to let Capot do the leading, and then 
knock him off in the stretch. It was up to 
Ted Atkinson. on Capot, to avoid this 
calamity. and avoiding it took consider- 
able skill. The rub was that Capot likes 
to run, and once he is running, he’s hard 
to rate. The mitigating factor was that 
there was no Colonel Mike, no Olympia. 
no Noble Impulse in the Belmont to set 


a trap for him by breaking away from 
the gate at top speed. 

Atkinson got his mount into the clear, 
after the bell rang. and sat tight with 
him and waited on developments. For the 
first half-mile, 9 third of the Belmont dis- 
tance, nothing did develop. and Atkinson 
was able to let his mount run on top, 
which he likes to do, but at a reasonable 
pace—a first quarter in 
quarter in :2684, 

Eddie Arcaro, riding Palestinian in 
second place. didn’t like the victure. If 
his horse was to finish on the head end, 
something had to go with Capot and try 
to wear him out, so Palestinian could use 
his late speed. Besides, Eddie himself 
had used to excellent advantage at times 
the tactics Atkinson was trying to em- 
ploy. He had beaten Stymie, for one, 
that very way. So he called on Pales- 
tinian for speed, and moved to the front. 
He didn’t stay there long because Capot 
was willing to run with him and had the 
lead regained within a furlong. But Ar- 
caro’s gesture was effective to some de-

When he 
started his move. the short pathway along 
the rail was full of horses. so he had to 
take out. at a loss of ground. and come 
up on the outside. Whether this actually 
cost him the race cannot be told, but ei- 
ther that circumstance. or Capot’s unex- 
pected hardihood, or both. found him a 
half-leneth short at the wire, despite a 
very good run by Ponder. Palestinian was 
whipsawed into third place. half a length 
behind Ponder. Sun Bahram. the fourth 
horse, was a dozen lengths behind Pal- 
estinian. 

The third half-mile was run in :5034, 
to round out the distance in 2:301;. It 
wasn’t the fastest Belmont Stakes on rec- 
ord. of course. but it wasn’t markedly 
Assault’s time in 1946 was 
three-fifths slower. 

Capot’s victory was Belmont No. 3 for 
Greentree (Twenty Grand in 1931, Shut 
Out in 1942) and No. 1 for Atkinson.

The Triple Crown series for 1949 thus 
ended Greentree 2.

But he had a bothersome heel on 
his right fore foot. which seemed likely 
to cause lameness if he raced very much, 
so he was laid aside for the balance of 
the year. He came out at Jamaica early 
in April for his first start of 1949, won 
by nine lengths at 514 furlongs. Next 
he ran second to Palestinian in an_al- 
lowance race at 1,'; miles. and was third 
to Halt and Johns Joy in the Blue Grass 
Stakes. In the Derby he got nowhere, 
though his failure to latch onto Olympia, 
as many had supposed he would. may 
have caused some momentary confusion 
among the riders of the other horses. 

A “light doer.” he did not race again 
until June 1, when he won at Delaware 
Park over six furlongs. The Kent, at 1;4 
miles, was his next effort. Had the Green- 
tree owners, John Hay Whitney and Mrs. 
Charles S. Payson, been able to watch 
the race via television in their box at 
Belmont Park. they would not have felt 
the tightness they were to experience lat- 
er when Palestinian and Ponder we-e run- 
ning at Capot in the Belmont stretch. 
Wine List had no trouble disposing of 
Noble Impulse, the early challenger, and 
from there on Jockey Jimmy Stout let 
him run his own race. He finished the 
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distance in 1:4244. just a fifth slower 
than the track record, and won from 
Colonel Mike by 214 lengths. Hedgewood 
was third, Noble Impulse fourth. 

Meantime, Greentree had filed a_prior- 
ity on next year’s 3-year-old events by 
winning the fourth race at Belmont Park 
with the home-bred Androcles, a 2-year- 
old son of Amphitheatre—Court Manners, 
by Equipoise.

STUD NEWS 


Risk Is Dead: 
Noted Producer 


Risk, dam of the stakes winner Beau- 
gay. Sky Larking. Danger Point, and 
Little Risk, died at Claiborne Stud last 
week, after foaling a colt by Menow. 

The 20-year-old mare, by *Sir Gallahad 
3rd—Risky, by Diadumenos, was bred by 
A. B. Hancock, and sold at auction as a 
yearling to John D. Hertz, who bought 
her for $16,000. She placed once at 
three. under the colors of Mrs. Hertz. 
Mr. Hancock later re-purchased her, and 
bred her to Stimulus. 

Her first foal was Danger Point, a 
Stimulus colt sold as a_ yearling for 
$8,100. He won the Metropolitan and 
Short Grass Handicaps. Risk’s next foal, 
Sky Larking, by Blue Larkspur. showed 
evidence of becoming the leading 2-vear- 
old of 1937, but his career was cut short 
by death that season. He won the Hope- 
ful and the Bashford Manor Stakes, and 
the Albany Handicap, earned $41,135 in 
five wins from seven starts. He cost 
$13.500 as a yearling. A sister to Sky 
Larking was sold at auction for $46.000. 

Risk’s best known performer was Beau- 
gay (by Stimulus), leading 2-year-old 
filly of 1945. She was purchased as a 
yearling by Mrs. Elizabeth N. Graham 
for $22.000, and earned $148,070 for the 
Maine Chance Farm Stables. She is now 
at Spendthrift Farm, where she was bred 
to Jet Pilot this spring. 

Little Risk, another stakes winner from 
Risk. won the Hialeah Stakes and Correc- 
tion Handicap. The highest-priced year- 
ling out of Risk was the colt, Pericles, 
by Stimulus, sold to William Helis in 1943. 
for $66,000. 

All told, Risk had 12 foals of racing age 
through 1948. Seven of them were win- 
ners, including four stakes winners and 
one which placed in stakes. She has a 
yearling bay colt by Menow which has 
been consigned to the Keeneland Summer 
Sales by Mr. Hancock. 


Sky Raider Dies at Creekview 


Sky Raider. son of Man o’ War and 
the famous race mare Tov Flight. suffered 
a heart attack at Tollie Young’s Creek- 
view Farm, Paris. Ky.. on Sunday. June 5. 
and died a few hours later. He was bred 
by C. V. Whitney. who still owned him. 

The offspring of two great parenis, Sky 
Raider attracted national attention as 
soon as he was foaled. in 1938. and got 
his name through a prizeless contest con- 


ducted by the New York World-Telegram. 


He followed the pattern of most of Top 
Flight’s produce, which were injured or 
unsound. Unraced at two. as the result of 
a pasture injury, he lost his first start at 
three by a nose, won the next two, suffered 
an injury and never ran again. His _ po- 
tential class was still unknown when he 
entered the stud in 1942. 

In proportion to the modest opportuni- 
ties offered him, he had high success as a 
stallion. He got the stakes winners Bas- 
togne, Basket Number, War Raider, Fau- 
con, and Fancy Flyer. In four seasons of 
racing, 1945 through 1948. his offspring 
earned $399.441. Their average per cap- 
ita per year earnings were 1.4 times the 
general average. As on the race track. 
he ended his stud career with his possi- 
bilities still unexplored; the great ma- 
jority of his offspring which have raced 
to date were out of undistinguished mares.

BLUE PETER, MR. BUSHER 

Blue Peter and Mr. Busher, the leading 
2-year-old colts of 1948. will not race this 
year. it has been announced. 

At Belmont Park on June 4, Trainer 
Andy Schuttinger announced that Blue 
Peter had been retired for the year. He 
had been in training during the winter. 
and was the early favorite for the Ken- 
tucky Derby. but a stomach ailment. in- 
terrupted his course. A son of War Ad- 
miral—Carillon. by Case Ace, he was 
bred and owned by Joseph M. Roebling. 

At Belmont on June 8. Maine Chance 
Farm announced that Mr. Busher had 
failed to recover from a foot injury and 
would be retired to the stud. He is a 
son of War Admiral—Baby League. by 
Bubbling Over. 

In the Experimental Handicap. Blue 
Peter was on top with 126 pounds and 
Mr. Busher was next with 124. In the 
Yardstick of the Thoroughbred Club of 
America. Blue Peter was the leader at 
129 pounds and Mr. Busher was_ next 
at 125. 

Mr. Busher is to be retired at Leslie 
Combs 2nd’s Spendthrift Farm, where 
Mrs. Elizabeth N. Graham’s Maine Chance 
Farm breeding stock is kept. 

On the day Mr. Busher’s retirement was 
announced, his 2-year-old sister, Striking. 
won a filly race at Belmont Park. She 
is owned by Ogden Phipps. who also 
owns her dam. It was her second start.

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OBITUARY 


Buck Weaver 
Dies On June 3 


Ben H. (Buck) Weaver. Turf writer 
and sports columnist of The Louisville 
Times, died at his home in Louisville on 
June 3, after the second cerebral hemor- 
rhage in two months. 


Buck Weaver was stricken while at work 
on April 6, a month before the Kentucky 
Derby. but he managed to complete his 
daily column, Foto Finish. His last 
column for the Times included a quotation 
from the late Col. E. R. Bradley, in which 
the Colonel is supposed to have said 
that nobody could “name a starter in the 
May Classic [Derby]. much less pick a 
winner” very far in advance of the race. 


Weaver continued by pointing out that 
Blue Peter, winter-book favorite, had been 
declared from the race. And then he 
named the pre-Derby candidates. Ironic- 
ally, he failed to mention Ponder, though 
he was a great admirer of Trainer Ben 
Jones. 


Heggy Dent. (who also died recently). 
substituting for Weaver during his illness. 
related a story of Weaver's insistence that 
Burnt Cork could not win the Derby of 
1943. “If Burnt Cork wins.” declared 
Weaver, “T'll jump over that press box 
rail.” The columnist then went further 
out on the limb by saying. “If he finishes 
better than last. fall down the stair- 
way.” The order of finish was Count 
Fleet. Blue Swords, Slide Rule. six other 
horses—-and Burnt Cork. He did not 
jump. nor did he have to fall down the 
70-odd steps that lead to the Churchill 
Downs press box. 


His knowledge of the Derby and race 
horses seemed inexhaustible. Since 1917, 
he had not missed a single running of the 
great race, and it was said that he had 
covered more Derbys and written more 
about the Derby than any other Turf 
scribe. Kindly. good-humored. and a 
staunch friend of racing. he was of in- 
valuable assistance to out-of-town writers 
who covered the Derby. 

Weaver, 48 years old, had been with the 
Times for 23 years. He began his news- 
paper career on the old Louisville Herald 
and remained on the staff when it was 
merged with the Evening Post. He went 
to the Times from the Herald-Post. For 
many years his daily racing selections 
were carried by the Associated Press. 

The horse Buck Weaver was named for 
for him. and the Turf writer affected to 
be deeply chagrined when his namesake 


failed to train satisfactorily for the Derby 
of 1947. 


He is survived by his wife, Mrs. Cather- 
ine Murray Weaver; his mother, Mrs. B. 
Perry Weaver; a sister, Mrs. Mary W. 
Baker, and a brother, Burton P. Weaver. 


Harry A, Dent 


Harry Andrew (Heggy) Dent, Louis- 
ville. sports writer, died May 20, at Ash- 
land, Ky., after a long illness. 

A member of the Courier-Journal and 
Louisville Times sports staffs for 16 
years, he first worked for the paper as 
a member of the Lexington bureau of the 
Courier-Journal. He moved to the Louis- 
ville office as police reporter and later 
transferred to the sports department. 
working as Turf writer and handicapper, 
and covering boxing events. 


Paul Keester 


Joseph Paul Keester, 34, a former 
jockey, died in the Birmingham Veterans 
Hospital at Los Angeles on May 26. 

Keester was a successful rider in the 
midwest during the 1930’s. and was es- 
pecially successful on Chicago tracks and 
in Texas. He rode five winners at Haw- 
thorne on one occasion and was on the 
first four winners the following afternoon, 
He once rode six winners on a seven-race 
card. and had. all told. 312 winners of 
more than $230.000. Weight caused him 
to give up the saddle. although he tried 
to come back several times. Much of his 
riding was for Trainer C. E. Davison. His 
father was a boxer who fought under the 
name of “Society Kid” Hogan.

sweat and dirt on the reins. the finger be- 
came infected. and a shot of peniciliin 
was indicated. This backfired. as it some- 
times does. and the resulting rash was 
mistaken for poison ivy at first. and treat- 
ed for it. The rider wound up with a 
case of penicillin poisoning which kept 
him out of the saddle for a few days. 
Atkinson went into the last day at Bel- 
mont two winners behind Arcaro. but he 
popped in three times, on Casemate, An- 
drocles, and Capot to take the honors.

Nearco’s Son at 12 Furlongs; 
A Swerve May Have Helped Him 


LoNnpoN 

Petite Mrs. Marian Glenister. wife of 
a London barrister, proudly !ed in Nim- 
bus after the most thrilling Derby since 
1913. As Nimbus. Amour Drake. and 
Swallow Tail flashed past the post it was 
such a close thing that everybody knew 
the judge would leave it to the camera to 
decide. 

Out on the course Lord Rosebery told 
the three jockeys concerned to cwait the 
decision before riding into the unsaddling 
enclosure. Charlie Elliott knew he had 
won, so he sat there quite confident. Dur- 
ing this time Mr. Glenister was searching 
for his wife. who thought Amour Drake 
had got up to beat Nimbus. Then over 
the loudspeaker came the announcement 
“Number 13 is the winner.” So Nimbus 
had completed the 2.000 Guineas and 
Derby double—a notable achievement in 
itself. 

To set this story in its proper perspec- 
tive I may as well tell about some of the 
incidents that had led to what became 
one of he most perplexing Derbies of 
recent years. 


After Nimbus had beaten Abernant in 
the last stride in the 2.000 Guineas. it 
was the general opinion that the Derby 
winner may not have been in the field. 
Swallow Tail and Royal Forest had not 
been out. The Derby was their objective. 
Nimbus had had a gruelling race, and 
being of the Nearco tribe. it was thought 
it might take him some time to recover. 
He rather surprised the trainer by eating 
up. and giving no sign that he had come 
to any harm. 


In the first place there was an idea 
that if the colt took time to get over the 
race he would not run in he Derby, but 
would be saved for a race at Ascot. It 
was Nimbus himself who altered that 
plan. Soon he was in nice work and 
thrived on it. Charlie Elliott began to 
think he might be a Derby colt after all, 
even though Nimbus is out of a mare who 
did not stay beyond six furlongs. So 
ten days before the Derby. Elliott went 
to Newmarket to ride Nimbus in a mile- 
and-a-half gallop. He came on to York for 
the races after doing so. and this is what 
he told me: “Whatever happens. Nimbus 
will stay the mile and a half in the Derby. 
We had a real good gallop this morning 
with some older horses. to all of whom 
he was giving weight. It was just like a 
race, They went from start to finish and 


Nimbus did not tire. That is why I 
think he is sure to stay, and he will want a 
terrific amount of beating.” 

Elliott went to Newmarket whenever he 
could to ride Nimbus in his work. The 
colt only did one mile-and-9-half gallop 
in his preparation, but the Nearco stock 
do not, as a rule. need a lot of work. 
Nimbus always gave Elliott a good feel. 
Two days before the Derby Elliott said 
to me: “Nimbus has settled down and 
is full of confidence. He won't be upset 
in the paddock, and I think he is almost 
sure to win.” 

Meanwhile we had seen Royal Forest in 
a mile-and-a-quarter race at Sandown. He 
is a colt of beautiful quality but of a 
highly strung temperament. He would 
not walk sedately round the parade ring. 
All the time he was prancing along, 
and by the time he got on to the course 
he was sweating freely and _ lathering 
about the neck. In the race he put up 
a brilliant performance. For some reason 
he dropped right back and was left with 
ten lengths to make up in the straight. 
He set about the task after the manner of 
a top-class colt. In the space of a fur- 
long he had made up the leeway, and 
racing right away from the others as if 
they were no more than hacks, won pull- 
ing up by four lengths. The margin could 
probably have been doubled. 

We saw Swallow Tail for the first time 
as a 3-year-old at Chester. He did not 
have a lot to do, but stayed the mile and 
five furlongs in the Chester Vase so well 
that he was in front throughout the last 
half-mile to win by six lengths. 

Then came a sensation in a mile-and-a- 
quarter race at Liverpool. With odds of 
9 to 2 laid on him. Swallow Tail failed 
by three-quarters of a length to give seven 
pounds to Prince Royal. Now. Prince 
Royal is far from being a good colt, and 
it was well nigh impossible to reconcile 
this performance with the one at Chester. 
Nor did Swallow Tail show to advantage 
at home. so it was decided a few days 
before the race to trv him in blinkers. 
He went so well and showed such greatly 
improved form that it was decided he 
should wear blinkers in the Derby. 

Amour Drake had been a complete fail- 
ure in the 2,000 Guineas. Showing no 
dash at any part of the race, he finally 
finished fourth, six lengths behind Nim- 
bus. Turning out again for the Poule 


d’Essaj des Poulains (the French 2,000 
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Guineas) at Longchamp, Amour Drake 
rut up a sparkling performance. He pro- 
duced a brilliant turn of speed to win 
by five lengths. Prior to that Val Drake, 
also owned by M. Leon Volterra, had 
won the Prix Hocquart on a second ap- 
pearance on the race course. The dis- 
tance of that race is a mile and a half, 
end Amour Drake had never raced beyond 
a mile. On the Saturday before the 
Derby, Amour Drake, ridden by Bouillon, 
s~d Val Drake. ridden by Johnstone, were 
subjected to a mile-and-a-half gallop at 
Chantilly. Amour Drake won the gallop 
and Johnstone decided to ride the colt in 
the Derby. 

Brown Rover. bred in U. S. A.. had 
won a mile-and-a-half race at Lingfield, 
and Scottish Meridian had won four 
races in a row and proved the ability 
to stay a mile and a half. But few would 
consider anything except Royal Forest, 
Swallow Tail, Nimbus and Amour Drake. 
In that they were correct, as they occu- 
pied the leading positions at the finish. 
In fact, they were the only ones in the 
race from the time the field had turned 
into the straight. 


PERFECT GOING. Derby Day found 
the weather blustering and showery in the 
morning, but it cleared off in the after- 
noon and the race was run in a_ perfect 
light. Considerable rain had fallen dur- 
ing the week, but the going was just 
about perfect. Hoofs were cutting in a 
little. but the course was not really soft, 
As one expert remarked “if a horse can’t 
go on that he can’t go on anything.” 


I have never seen such a crowd. There 
must have been half a million people pres- 
ent. They were awarded with a magnif- 
icent race worthy of the best traditions of 
the Derby. There are only a few races 
which have a parade these days. The 
Derby is one of them. After the horses 
have been saddled and the jockeys mount- 
ed. the field is placed in the order of the 
card. They walk from the paddock along 
the far rails so that they can be inspected 
by those in the enclosures. All eyes 
were eager to scan Royal Forest. He 
had been one of the last to arrive in the 
paddock. He was quite cool and looked 
in grand trim. After the parade started 
he began to break out into a light sweat 
and by the time he had cantered to the 
post he was lathering on the neck. 


On the whole. I would say it was an 
average rather than an outstanding field. 
I would have awarded the palm to Nim- 
bus, a tall and well framed colt. He could 
not have looked better. Swallow Tail 
was hard and well. and Amour Drake had 
improved in appearance since the 2,000 
Guineas. His stable companion, Val 
Drake, is a lanky individual for whom 
time may do much. For the most part 
they were cool and fit. An incident oc- 
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curred before the start which resulted in 
the withdrawal of Ugongo, to reduce the 
field to 32. The colt got a foot in some 
railings and it was some time before he 
could be freed. As some damage had 
resulted, he was withdrawn. 


THE RACE. It was not long before 
the field was off to a good start, with 
Nimbus showing up in front on the far 
side of the course. He remained at the 
head of affairs until just before reaching 
Tattenham Corner, when he was joined 
by Swallow Tail. The pair entered the 
straight with nothing in it. As soon as 
they had pointed for home, both jockeys 
got to work in earnest. For about a 
furlong Nimbus held his own. Then 
Swallow Tail gained a neck advantage. 
Amour Drake was only seventh entering 
the straight and about six lengths behind 
the leaders. Johnstone steered for the 
outside and set his mount after the 
leaders. Having moved up into third 
place with a furlong to go, Amour Drake 
was making up ground so fast that it 
was simply a question whether he could 
sustain the gallop to the end. 

Less than a furlong from the winning 
post, Nimbus rolled a bit and went over 
to the right. He took Swallow Tail with 
him, but I did not think they actually 
bumped. That caused Swallow Tail to 
change his legs and enabled Nimbus to

get his head in front again. 
gence was most unfortunate for Johnstone. 
The two leaders cut across his fairway and 
rather than switch more to the right on the 


top ground, Johnstone swung Amour 
Drake over to the left and took up a posi- 
tion inside the two leaders. Having got 
Amour Drake balanced again, Johnstone 
set him alight once more. Amour Drake 
came with a strong run and as they passed 
the post the judge was satisfied to leave 
it to the camera to decide. 

One could sympathize with M. Leon 
Volterra. the owner of Amour Drake, lying 
ill in bed listening to the broadcast of 
the race. George Colling, trainer of 
Nimbus, was also ill in bed at Newmarket. 
It would be an anxious two or three 
minutes for M. Volterra and George Coll- 
ing before it was announced that Nimbus 
was the winner a head in front of Amour 
Drake, with Swallow Tail another head 
away third. 


Then came the inquest. Elliott knew 
he had won, and was satisfied to tell his 
story of the race. He paid a tribute to 
the courage of Nimbus for having come 
again after losing the lead. Nor did he 
forget those who had helped to turn out 
Nimbus in such perfect condition. Rae 
Johnstone was quite sure he would have 
won by a length if he had not had to 
change his position inside the last furlong. 
Douglas Smith, naturally enough, thought

he would have held on to the lead with 
Swallow Tail if his mount had not been 
edged off a true line and made to change 
his legs. I would like to see the three 
colts meet again but it is improbable that 
they will do so. Nimbus is not in the 
St. Leger. It was thought on his breeding 
he would not stay a mile and three quar- 
ters, and it is a pity he will not have 
the opportunity to try for the Triple 
Crown. 


IMPRESSIONS. The general impres- 
sion was that Amour Drake was unlucky 
not to win. Had he done so France would 
have won our greatest race for the third 
time in succession. Richard Carver. as 
trainer. and Rae Johnstone, as jockey. 
would have won three Derbies in a row. 
for they also won the French Derby last 
year. 

Now I have seen similar races to the 
Derby on many occasions. and the future 
has not always worked out in accord with 
popular opinion. What we have to re- 
member is that Nimbus and Swallow Tail 
had engaged in a long-drawn-out struggle 
while the more patiently ridden Amour 
Drake was ridden to get the distance. 
Under such circumstances one naturally 
expects the late challenger to find the 
better turn of finishing speed. 

I also think he got a breather which 
enabled him to catch a second wind when

THE OAKS. 


Musidora. 


Mr. N. P. Donaldson's 
winner of the 1.000 Guineas. 
held the French challenge by a neck in 
the Oaks. Let it be said at once the 
3-vear-old fillies are well below the colts 
in point of ability. We have one outstand- 
ing filiy in Pambidian. but she was not 
entered for any of the classic races. The 
others are rather a motlev lot. but at 
least Musidora has the merit of consist- 
ency. When she won the 1.000 Guineas 
she was fast being overhauled at the fin- 
ish by Unknown Quantitv. Mnfortunately 
all did not go well with Unknown Quan- 
tity in her preparation for the Oaks. She 
was quite lame four days before the race 
hut it was decided to take a chance with 
her as the Oaks is run only once in the 
lifetime of a filly. She had a rough pass- 
age and while she would not have won she 
might have been third in a fair race. She 
may prove her quality later in the season. 

Musidora is a fine big filly and it was 
the old story that a good big one will 
always beat a good little one. At least 
that is how it goes, though I am not al- 
ways in agreement with the old saying. 
To me it is action which counts rather 
than size. 

Only two were concerned in the finish 
of the Oaks. Charlie Elliott adopted the 
same tactics on M. Marcel Boussac’s Cor- 
onation V as he did later on Nimbus. He 
let the filly stride along at the head 
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from the start. Musidora, 
always in a good position, soon moved 
up into second place. It was Nimbus and 
Swallow Tail all over again after the 
straight was reached. Musidora joined 
issue and they fought it out with much 
vim until a furlong from the finish. Musi- 
dora then got the better of it. Coronation 
V found a little bit extra and even prom- 
ised to pull the race out of the fire in the 
Nimbus manner. But she could not man- 
age it.

Musidora is a daughter of Nasrullah.

There was a time when a 
doubtful mark had sometimes to be placed 
against the names of Nearco stock, but no 
colt could have fought with more courage 
than did Nimbus in the 2.000 Guineas 
and Derby. 


Nasrullah was a brilliant colt of mulish 
temperament when in training. On New- 
market heath he was always followed by 
a man with a hunting crop. He was by no 
means amenable to the rider’s handling. 
lf he did not want to go in the desired 
direction he would just stay put and re- 
fuse to budge. I have seen him refuse to 
canter to the starting post for several 
minutes. Yet he was a grand looking colt 
of magnificent physique and I thought he 
was unlucky not to win the Derby sub- 
stitute which was run at Newmarket.

In the summer of 1933 the French 
theatrical and cabaret magnate Leon Vo- 
terra purchased from Capt. J. D. Cohn 
his racing and breeding stock. In most of 
the years since then Volterra’s stable has 
been one of the most formidable in 
France. It was still one of the best in 
Europe on June 5, when M. Volterra died 
at the age of 61. He had been ill for a 
long time, but the immediate cause of his 
death was a heart attack. 

In 1934 the Volterra Stable won the 
Grand Prix de Paris with Admiral Drake, 
and the French One Thousand Guineas 
equivalent with Mary Tudor. both bred by 
Captain Cohn, and the Prix du Jockey 
Club (French Derby) with Duplex. Cas- 
terari. Vatellor, and One I Love were 
other good winners of the 1930's. 

M. Volterra sold Bois Roussel. last of 
the produce of the great mare Plucky 
Liege. to Peter Beatty. who won the 1938 
English Derby with him. Last spring he 
sold a half-interest in My Love to the 
Aga Khan, and the colt won the Derby. 
This year his Amour Drake was beaten 
a nose in the Derby. the day before M. 
Volterra’s death. Whether the powerful 
stable will be dispersed has not been 
announced. 


SARATOGA YEARLINGS 


The 1949 Saratoga yearling sales will 
be held August 9 through August 20. ac- 
cording to announcement by Fasig-Tipton 
Company. Over 400 horses had been con- 
signed to the sale when entries closed 
on May 15. 

According to sales company spokes- 
men, overall quality of yearlings has im- 
proved greatly since the sale was removed 
to Saratoga from Meadow Brook. Recent 
additions to the list of Saratoga consign- 
ors include Darby Dan Farms, Ernst 
Farm, John A. Bell 3rd, A. B. Karsner. 
Jr., and Carter Thornton, all of Kentucky.

He was bought at the 1945 Meadow Brook Sales 
by J. E. Ryan, trainer for Mrs. Esther du Pont 
Weir, for $9,200.

Despite his easy 
victory at six furlongs, Trainer Burley Parke 
thinks the son of Blue Swords will do even better 
at a longer distance.
